Conditions Have Not Changed 


Airmen Were Warned 66 Years Ago 
To Be Wary Of Ocean Flight 


rhe difficulties in the path of a 
westward flight from Europe to tl 
United States were emphasized 6 
years ago by Professor Joseph Henry, 
famous physicist and first secretar 
of the Smithsonian Institute, in a let 
ter to Thaddeus 8, C. Lowe, invento 
ind aeronautical engine 

A copy of that letter h ist bet 
unearthed in the arehi of tl 
Smithsonian Institute. What Proft 
sor Henry said in 1S6t relative to 
trans-Atlantic wind conditions is re 

rded by meteorologist and avia 
tion experts here having a pointed 
bearing on some of the condition: 
faced In recent attempt io fly be 
tween Europe and America 

Lowe at that time 1 oceupied 
with a scheme to tiy from America 
to Europe in a balloo he largest 
which had ever been built Not only 
did he spend much money on the 
venture but he had the support of 
eminent Philadelphians including 
George W. Childs, John C. Cresson 
J. B. Lippincott, William Marmiltor 
and others who contributed several 
thousand dollars to further Lowe 
efforts to demonstrate tl feasibility 
of trans-Atlantic air 1 ation, 

In December, 1860, sixieen eminet 
Philadelphians, including those 
named, petitioned — the Smithsonia 
regents to furnish him ald and advice 
: regents decided tl could not 
n an appropriation from the 
Smithsonian fund for 1 Lowe ven 
ture but directed Professor Henry to 
give Lowe any advice he might 
deem fit as to his experiments.” 

Professor Henrg told Lowe that : 
balloon of sufficient siz properly 
constructed so as to maintain high 
elevation for sufficient length of time, 
would be wafted acro the Atlantic, 
becausm between 80 and 69 degrees 
north tade, the prevailing wind 
currents were from the United States 
toward Europe, but he advised “owe

Professor Henry said that the pre 
alent wind was westerly all the 
way around the world, «and that
